DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Claims 17-23 and 30-40 are pending. 

Applicant's cancellation of claims 1, 8-16 as submitted in a communication filed on 1 1/28/2007 
is acknowledged. 

In view of Applicant's cancellation of claims 1, 8-16, the previous rejection under 35 USC 103(a) 
applied over the teachings of Cavin et al. in view of Lee et al. is hereby withdrawn . 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 4 (Cavin et al.; cited in previous Office actions) and the use of 
biphasic reaction systems for the enzymatic decarboxylation of ferulic acids (Lee et al.; cited in previous 
Office actions), the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a process 
for the production of para-hydroxystyrene derivatives wherein said process requires the decarboxylation 
of para-hydroxycinnamic acid in a biphasic reaction system followed by chemical derivatization of the 
para-hydroxystjo-ene produced, or a process for the production of para-hydroxystyrene wherein said 
process requires culturing a host cell which produces para-hydroxycinnamic acid, followed by 
decarboxylation of the para-hydroxycinnamic acid to produce para-hydroxystyrene in a biphasic reaction 
system. Therefore, claims 17-23 and 30-40, directed to (1) a process for the production of derivatives of 
para-hydroxystyrene wherein said process requires contacting para-hydroxycinnamic acid with the 
polj^eptide of SEQ ID NO: 4 in a biphasic reaction system, followed by chemical derivatization of the 
para-hydroxystyrene, and (2) a process for the production of para-hydroxystyrene, wherein said process 
requires (a) culturing host cells that produce para-hydroxycinnamic acid, and (b) contacting the

fermentation medium containing the para-hydroxycinnamic acid with the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 4 
in a biphasic reaction system to produce para-hydroxystj^ene, are allowable over the prior art of record. 



Conclusion 

2. Claims 17-23 and 30-40 are allowed.
